=5ILLOYD GEORGE'S PET
INSURANGE PLAN FiLS

Iopr.lcn, Oct 17.—(Assoclated
Press Correspondence.)—The par:ial
breakdown of the machinery of Lloyd
George's famous Iusurance Act  for
proteciing the working classes against
fllness and uuemployment is one of
the incidents of the' upheaval® of fi-
nancial conditiona caugsed by the
war. Thig sdreme,. with the old age
penslons act, also linked with the
name of the former chancellor of the
exchequer, constituted the most im-
portant patt of the program for so-
cial reform fathered by the liberal
sarty. Both schemes were patterned
upon the Germun system. - The in-
surance act came Into effect on the
first of May, 1912, and the organiza-
tion for its worklng had hardly becn
perfected when the war began.

«l from the beginning ‘that {t would
prove a failure. Tey now declare
that the war has only hasténed the
inevitable development, ' while the
eupporters lay the blame. upon war
conditions.
